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INTRODUCTION. 


To the Honourable the Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit to you the annual report of the 
various divisions of the Department of Agriculture and Immigration 
for the fiscal year ending November 30th, 1913. I take the opportun- 
ity of congratulating you upon the many successful measures intro- 
duced by you for the first time this year to improve the agriculture 
conditions generally throughout our Province. 


ALFALFA DEMONSTRATION TRACT. 


The best authorities in agriculture recognize the usefulness of 
alfalfa, both as a fodder plant and soil renovator, but many of our best 
farmers were doubtful regarding its hardiness so far north as this 
Province. For the purpose of obtaining reliable data on the subject, 
the writer, as head of the field husbandry department of the Agricul- 
tural College, selected in 1911, ten plots of one acre each for this sub- 
ject. Having regard to soil.and exposure conditions, the localities 
chosen are representative of the principal agricultural districts of the 
Province. The localities are as follows: Stonewall, Morris, Manitou, 
Killarney, Melita, Virden, Cypress River, Carman, Portage la Prairie 
and Hamiota. The methods of preparing the seed bed, and manner of 
sowing were uniform throughout and conducted on lines which can be 
readily followed by the average farmer. With one exception all the 
plots made a healthy erowth the first summer and wintered safely. In 
the summer of 1912 these nine plots produced an average of three tons 
of excellent hay per acre. 


At the urgent request of representative farmers, there were selected 
during the past summer seven additional plots which were sown by 
the Department of Agriculture, these were located at the following 
places: Dugald, St. Pierre Jolys, Sandy Lake, Binscarth, Grandview, 
Swan River and Roblin. All have made good growth, and there is 
every prospect of their passing through the present winter safely. 


PROVINCIAL DEMONSTRATION FARMS. 


The advantages of a systematic rotation of farm crops has always 
been recognized by the best authorities; but in spite of this fact, as the 
result of an investigation carried on by field examiners during the last 
two years, it was found that a very small percentage of ie farmers 
of this ee ominee follow a systematic rotation, of a scientific nature. 


With a view of directing the attention of the farmer to the advan- 
tages of a carefully arranged rotation, I received instructions from you 
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during the past year to select a number of representative locations for 
small “demonstration farms,” and plan a system of crop rotations suit- 
able to the somewhat varied character of the different sections of the 
Province. In accordance with these instructions, I have selected 
twelve sites in close proximity to the following centres: Warren, 
Carberry, Virden, Baldur, Harding, Boissevain, Portage la Prairie, 
Souris, Dele Melita, Somerset and St. Pierre Tass Each of 
these farms is approximately forty acres in area, with soil fairly repre- 
sentative of the district. Seven of them have already been enclosed 
with a substantial fence, and the remainder will be next spring. 
Applications for additional farms have been received from several 
other districts, and will be considered in due course. 


I desire to call your attention to the very excellent work accom- 
plished by the extension branch in connection with the mixed farming 
special trains, the dressed poultry shows, boys’ and girls’ clubs and 
farmers’ short courses. 


The following, taken from the bulletin issued by the Department 
immediately after harvest, deserves mention. 


TILE SEASON. 


Although spring opened up a few days earlier than the average, 
seeding was quite general, on well drained land, by the 15th of April, 
and fre om that catie until the end of the month, ‘the weather was excep- 
tionally favorable. Excepting in the valley of the Red River, by the 
10th of May nearly all of the wheat was sown, and in the districts, 
where seeding was earlier, much of the land was “plowed for oats. 


The weather during the first three weeks of May was quite cool, 
and growth slow; but the last week of that month was warm and growth 
more rapid. The greater portion of the oats for grain were sown 
during the first two weeks of this month, leaving only barley and fodder 
oats, which were sown later on in the month. Owing to the propitious 
weather during seeding, spring grain was nearly all sown on well 
prepared land. ‘There was an abundance of moisture from the previous 
fall and, despite the low temperature during May, many fields of wheat 
were well advanced by the end of the month. 


The early part of June was dry, with high temperature; but in 
the latter part of this month rain was more plentiful, especially in the 
eastern part of the Province. The hot, dry weather in the early part 
of June tended somewhat to force the growth, so that on light land 
wheat was beginning to head out before the month was over. The rain- 
fall in July was below the average, and the temperature lower than 
usual. At the close of this month the crops were remarkably free from 
annual weeds. 
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Harvesting began early in August, and was general by the middle 
of the month. This month was ideal for harvesting and threshing. 


The excellent state of the land at seeding time, the favorable 
climatic conditions during germination and growth, with the ideal 
harvesting and threshing Ww eahee were the factors which exercised the 
greatest fidence in determining the high grade of all kinds of grains, 
as well as reducing materially the cost of harvesting. 


Although the average of wheat per acre is somewhat lower than 
last year, with a greater area in crop, the total yield is increased by 
over 4,000,000 bushels. This, in addition to the unusually high 
grades, should prove a source of much gratification. 


The hght rainfall, coming at a critical stage of their growth, both 
oats and barley in consequence show a reduction in yield. 


It is satisfactory to note a continued increase in the area sown to 
peas, as this grain js one of our best nitrogen gatherers. 


There has been an increase in the area sown to both timothy and 
rye grass; but the yield per acre was somewhat lower, due no doubt to 
the light rainfall of early June. 


The returns from alfalfa and fodder corn are given for the first 
time. It is very satisfactory to find that these excellent and almost 
indispensable fodder plants are grown so extensively. 


The large increase in dairy products is also gratifying. Live stock 
and poultry also show an augmentation. 


Owing to the early harvest, and exceedingly advantageous autumn, 
there was a much larger amount of land prepared for crop than usual, 
presaging larger areas to be devoted to the different crops in 1914. 


GRAIN CROP. 


The returns from over 700 agricultural correspondents, represen- 
tative of every organized district in the Province, show that the grain 
crop has occupied 6,364,880 acres, and yielded 178,775,946 bushels of 
grain. Of this total, spring and fall wheat together occupied an area 
of 3,141,218 acres, and yielded 62,755,455 bushels; oats occupied an 
area of 1,939,723 acres, ‘and yielded 81,410,174 bushels; barley ocecu- 
pied an area of 1,153,834 acres, and yielded 33,014,695 bushels; flax, 
rye and peas together occupied an area of 150,105 acres, and yielded 
1,595,624 bushels. 
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POTATOES AND FIELD ROOTS. 


The yield of potatoes is 9,977,263 bushels, from an area of 55,743 
acres, and that of field roots, 4,196,612 bushels, from an area of 
16,275 acres. 

FODDER CROPS. 


The total area occupied by these crops is 195,181 acres, and the 
yield 398,964 tons. Brome grass contributed 43,482 tons from an 
area of 24,912 acres; rye grass 33,907 tons from an area of 21,197 
acres; timothy, 181,407 tons from an area of 118,812 acres; clover and 
alfalfa together contributed 20,454 tons from an area of 10,037 acres, 
and fodder corn 119,764 tons from an area of 20,223 acres. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


The quantity of butter marketed by farmers during the season of 
1913 was 4,288,276 pounds, and, sold at an average price of 23.9 cents 
per pound, brought $1,023,723.44. There were 3,929,622 pounds of 
creamery butter manufactured in the Province during the same period; 
this sold at an average price of 27.5 cents per pound, amounting to 
$1,080,646.05. Cheese, milk sold as such, and sweet cream together 
amounted to a value of $1,311,880.48. The total value, then, of the 
dairy products is $3,416,248.97. 


The increase on 1912, in the quantity of creamery butter manu- 
factured, was practically 1,000,000 pounds, and the increase in the 
quantity of milk consumed nearly 3,000,000 pounds, while the increase 
in the quantitiy of cream used for sweet cream and ice cream purposes 
is represented by 77,000 pounds of butter fat. These increases are 
clear gains, since the decrease in the amount of dairy butter marketed 
was so slight that it is a negligible quantity.

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MANITOBA AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 
Eighth Annual Report of the Board of Directors. 


To the Honourable the Minister of Agriculture, 
Winnipeg, ‘Manitoba. 


Sir,—The year 1913 marks a new era in the development of the 
Manitoba Agricultural College. Several forward steps have been taken 
during the year, but perhaps the most significant of these was the aban- 
donment of the old buildings, on the Assiniboine River, for the new 
plant in South Winnipeg, on ‘the Red, and the conferring of the first 
degrees by the College, when, on March 28th, 1913, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, as honorary chancellor, conferred the degree of Bachelor of 
Science in Agriculture on twelve young men who had completed the 
five-year course, and fulfilled all other requirements for graduation. 


The moving was quite an undertaking, and some inconvenience 
was experienced by the staff in certain departments, on account of their 
building not being far enough advanced to admit of their installing 
their apparatus, so that it might be ready to carry on all the work that 
was expected of them, but in most cases this was more or less temporary. 


The College has now a group of buildings that, for utility, would 
be difficult to duplicate anywhere on the American continent. ‘The 
administration building on the centre of the campus; horticulture and 
biology on the north-east corner, and chemistry and physics on the 
north-west corner of the campus, are now complete and thoroughly 
equipped. The engineering building, on the south-west corner, is near- 
ing completion, while the ‘south-east corner has been reserved for the 
home economics building. This building has not yet been started, and 
the home economics work is being taken care of in the administration 
building. The residence is finished, and now houses and provides meals 
for about 450 students, staff and help. The stock-judging building and 
the barns and poultry ‘houses are almost ready, but the dairy building 
will not be used before February. In the meantime the instructional 
work in dairying is being given in the horticulture and biology building. 


As the College is situated so far from the city, and the car service 
is somewhat uncertain, the members of the staff found it impossible to 
live in the city and yet be responsible for their departments at the 
College, and so sought accommodation in the students’ residence until 
such time as the rooms they now occupy would be required for students, 
or other accommodation at the College provided for them. If the 
attendance increases, as is expected, these rooms will be required next 
winter. 


While there is considerable work yet to be done, the board wish 
to thank the Government for the way in which the construction work 
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has been rushed forward, for the character of the buildings now nearing 
completion, and for the splendid equipment provided for the teaching 
of the sciences relating to agriculture. 


It is a matter of great satisfaction to the board that so many noted 
visitors have seen the new College this summer, and not one adverse 
criticism has yet been heard, but all have been very generous in their 
praise of the location of the buildings, their character and structure, 
and their general equipment. AI] will have noted that Dean Carlyle, 
of Idaho, in an interview with a Winnipeg paper, stated that we had 
the best plant for agricultural instruction in the world. 


The board wish, now that the stress of moving is over, and the 
work being satisfactorily carried on at the new site, to express to the 
Government their very high appreciation of the splendid provision they 
have made for instruction in the sciences relating to agriculture. We 
believe that not the farmers only, but every citizen who has the best 
interests of the Province at heart, will have a just pride in the Pro- 
vincial Agricultural College and will rejoice that our Legislature are 
fully awake to the fact that the greatness of this Province must depend 
on an educated, contented and prosperous farming community. 


The board wish to report that the teaching staff has been very 
materially strengthened, that the best of feeling prevails amongst its 
members, and that the farmers of the Province are loyal to the College. 
and are placing their confidence in the work that is being done here. 
They believe that these two factors, a strong staff, a loyal body of 
farmers, with the generous support of the Legislature of the Province, 
should put new life into the farm, and entirely revolutionize the farm- 
ing methods of the west. 


For the transaction of the business allotted to the board, seven 
regular meetings were held as follows: January 21st, February 25th, 
March 25th, May 19th, July 17th, September 19th, December 9th. 


This year the College assumed its full status as an independent 
degree conferring institution, and Hon. D. C. Cameron was appointed 
honorary chancellor. The first convocation was held on March 28th, 
1915, when His Honor conferred the degree of Bachelor of Science in 
Agriculture on the twelve young men graduating in the class of 713. 
Dr. Whidden, principal of Brandon College, gave the convocation 
address. 


Since the College is situated about seven miles from the City of 
Winnipeg, the board requested the Post Office Department to grant 
them a College post office, but have not yet succeeded in obtaining this. 
Between four and five hundred are now living on the campus and get- 
ting their mail at the College, so that the board believed the request 
for a post office was a very reasonable one.

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At the meeting on March 15th Professor Smith, of the engineer- 
ing department, presented a report of the cost and value to the College 
of the installation of an electric generating plant at the new buildings, 
and made a strong recommendation that such a plant be provided. A 


deputation of the board met the members of the Cabinet and laid this 
recommendation before them. 


The board, this year, on the recommendation of the faculty, raised 
the standard for students in the degree courses. The standard has not 
been raised for the farm boy who comes here to receive an education 
to fit him for greater usefulness on the farm. Anyone with an ordinary 
elementary education, and over sixteen years of age, is admitted; but 
the young man who wishes to proceed to a degree, must have obtained 
at least 65 per cent. in his work in English, and an average of 60 per 
cent. on all subjects in his second year, before being allowed to enter 
third year. The pass mark too, in third, fourth and fifth years has 
been raised, for degree men, from 50 per cent. in each subject with 
no fixed average, to 50 per cent. in each subject and an average of 60 
per cent. of the total marks. The term has been lengthened one week 
for senior men in order to increase the efficiency of the course. The 
work also has been enhanced by the addition of another special course. 
Heretofore students proceeding to a degree might specialize in one of 
three courses, field and animal husbandry, agricultural engineering, 
and dairy husbandry. <A fourth course has been added, namely, horti- 
culture and forestry. This year, to ensure the health of the students 
at a minimum charge, the board engaged a physician, to be known as 
“College physician.” Dr. Moody received the appointment. His duties 
are to examine all students at registration for tuberculosis and other 
contagious diseases, and to visit the College whenever required. Each 
student pays $1 for his medical examination, and $2 to a sick benefit 
organization. The other fees are practically the same as last year. 
Tuition fee for students of Manitoba, in agriculture, is $10; in home 
economics, $5; non-residents of the Province, $30; board and room in 
the College residence, $4.25 per week. 


A practical third-year course was added to the curriculum this 
year, to provide for the young men who have already spent two years 
in the institution and feel the need of another year’s study, but are 
not in a position to proceed with more scientific work leading to the 
degree. Hereafter the young man from the farm may come for a 
one, two or three years winter course, at the conclusion of which he 
receives the College diploma. 


The home economics work has also been expanded, and a course 
outlined to prepare young women as teachers in home economics. Any 
young woman, with a second-class certificate, and a knowledge of ele- 
mentary chemistry, will be eligible for this course. This course will 
begin September 1st next and run until the end of the following June. 
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A new course will commence January Ist, 1914, in professional 
housekeeping. The girls who have completed the two years course are 
eligible for this class. A special course of home nursing has also been 
outlined and will be given in January or February of 1914. 


Conditions affecting instructional work in animal husbandry have 
been very greatly improved. The stock-judging pavilion is ready, and 
the cattle, horse, sheep and pig barns are all in use. A number of first- 
class individuals in cattle, sheep and swine have been added to the 
herds and flocks. This will greatly enhance the work in animal hus- 
bandry. The additions are :-—

As stated previously, the teaching staff has been materially streng- 
thened. Mr. V. W. Jackson, B.A., has been appointed professor of 
botany, leaving Professor C. H. Lee to give all his ‘attention to bac- 
teriology. Mr. S. Carson Lee has taken the professorship of physies, 
while Professor F. G. Churchill has been assigned the department of 
soils. In field husbandry Professor Moorehouse has, as his assistants, 
Messrs. J. H. Bridge and J. A. McGregor. Mr. G. W. Wood has been 
appointed to the animal husbandry department, as lecturer on dairy 
‘rattle. The department of English has been strengthened, too, by the 
appointment of Miss Lilian Brown. Other additions are: Miss Ruther- 
ford, as dietitian, and Miss Turpin as superintendent of the girls’ 
residence. 


The enrolment for the year, in the regular courses in agriculture 
and home economics, is larger than it has ever been.

so that the attendance is gradually increasing. 


There is a great demand for short courses especially in gas and 
steam engineering This course could not be given this year, owing 
to moving from the old site to the new, but the usual number attended 
the short summer course for teachers and the poultry short course held 
in February. The board is highly pleased with the results that are 
now being felt everywhere from the instruction that the young men 
and young women are receiving at the College. Large numbers are 
coming—perhaps not as many as should, but the attendance in the regu- 
lar winter courses has increased from 83 to 328 in seven years, or an 
average increase of 35 per year. These young people are returning to 
their farms and homes, and are showing a greater interest in the farm, 
the farm home, and country life, and already better methods are being 
practised. 


The young men who have gone out from the College as graduates 
are holding positions of trust, and have already demonstrated their 
ability to compete successfully against men from other colleges. 


The College now offers the following courses :— 


(1) A one, two or three-year course in agriculture, for young 
men from the farm, who desire to improve their general education and 
to know more about the most important branches of farming, viz., field 
crops, dairying, live stock, engineering, ete. ; 
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(2) <A five winters course, leading to a degree in agriculture, 
to prepare young men for educational work along farming lines; 

(3) A one or.two winters course in home economics, called a 
home-maker’s course, and a third winters course to fit girls for pro- 
fessional housekeeping ; 

(4) A ten months course in home economies, to train girls for 
teaching the subject in schools and colleges. 


Short courses are given in steam and gas engineering, elementary 
agriculture and school gardening, and poultry husbandry. 


The department of college extension work is located in the College. 
Mr. E. Ward Jones is superintendent in agriculture and Mrs. Salis- 
bury in home economics. They are assisted in the extension work by 
the staff of the College whenever their College duties will permit. The 
members of the College staff manned, for the most part, the agricultural 
special train, and did considerable judging at fairs for the extension 
department.

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REPORE ON DALEY ENG: 
By J. W. Mitchell, Superintendent of Dairying. 


Hon. Grorce LAWRENCE, 
Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, Winnipeg. 


Sir,—I am pleased to report upon the 1913 field work of 
the dairy department, and particularly so because of the increased 
interest in dairying, so manifest throughout the Province, and the eyi- 
dence of good results accruing from our efforts during the past few 
years to develop the dairy industry, direct it along safe lines, and 
establish it on a firm foundation; and because of the additional fact 
that, during the present year, we have been enabled to enlarge our 
sphere of operations so as to include the more isolated and outlying 
districts. 


In the following table are given the quantities, average prices and 
values of milk and milk produets marketed during the year :—

As conditions in Manitoba and throughout the West lend them- 
selves specially to the establishment of cream-gathering oreameries, 
and as the demand for milk and sweet cream is increasing from year 
to year, it is along the lines thus indicated that the development in 
our dairy industry is actually taking place. The increase upon 1912 
in the quantity of creamery butter manufactured was practically 1,000,- 
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000 pounds, and that, in the quantity of milk consumed, nearly 3,000,- 
000 pounds ; while the increase in the quantity of cream used for sweet 
eream and ice-cream purposes 1s represente d by 77,000 pounds of butter 
fat. If we accept the decrease in the amount of cheese made, these 
increases are practically complet e gains, since the change in the quan- 
tity of dairy butter made is so small as to be a negligible quantity. 


Our work during the year has, of necessity, been many-sided in 
character, including, as it has, inspection and instruction work amongst 
the creameries and cheese factories, cow-testing work, the holding ot 
meetings, and manning the dairy car on the “butter farming special” 
train in its tour of the Province, and the extension of our work to 
include organization and instruction in the outlying districts. We 
have aimed, in our work, to stimulate the development of the dairy 
industry from such standpoints as those of milk production, the making 
of a better product, and improved methods in te operation of factories, 
and the marketing of the products of the same. 


CREAMERIES AND CILEESE FACTORIES. 


On account of the establishment of a number of new creameries 
this side of our work called for special attention, and our creamery 
inspector, Mr. Crowe, devoted his entire time to it from the begin- 
ning of the season to the end of August, when he took up another line 
of eae aeld work—which he is now carrying on under the direction 
of the Department. Valuable and valued assistance was rendered to 
both the makers and directorate, which manifested itself in the quality 
of the butter manufactured, the marketing of the same, and the general 
practice of prompt payment of the patrons. 


As already indicated, there was a substantial increase in_ the 
quantity of creamery butter manufactured during the year, thus show- 
ing the trend there is in the direction of the co-operative dairying. 
Several new creameries have been established in the older sections of the 
Province, where the interest in dairying was, only a few years ago, but 
very indifferent, while new skimming stations have been established 
as feeders to the large city dairies. The Province is well supplied with 
creameries, considering the present state and development of the dairy 
industry, and caution should be observed in order that additional cream- 
eries be built only where they are needed, and where there will not 
be undue competition and overlapping. 


The same careful attention was given the cheese factories by Mr. 
Villeneuve as was given to the creameries. In addition, he found the 
time to attend a number of mectines in both the French and Enelish- 
speaking sections of the Province, and eave valuable addresses on vari- 
ous phases of dairying. 
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COW-TESTING. 


Nearly four years ago the dairy department of the Agricultural 
College started cow-testing work, offering, free of charge, as an in- 
ducement to the farmers to begin this line of work, to supply a com- 
plete outfit for weighing and sampling the milk, and to do the testing 
of the samples and the filling out of report forms. A large number of 
farmers took advantage of the offer made, and, as a result, many herds 
have been greatly improved, and we have been enabled to secure a large 
amount of valuable information. Mr. Farrell was placed in charge of 
the work, and much credit is due to him for the thoroughness with 
which it has been carried out and the success attained. During the year 
Bulletin 8, entitled ‘““Cow-Testing,” was issued and contains valuable 
data gleaned from our work, together with a clear outline of how the 
work is carried on. 


MEETINGS AND THE “BETTER FARMING SPECIAL. 


During the year the different members of the staff attended 
large number of meetings throughout the Province, and spoke upon 
such subjects as “Feeds and feeding,” “The care of dairy cows,” “Cow- 
testing and the building up of the dairy herd,” “The care of milk and 
cream,” “Cream ripening and the making of butter,” “The marketing 
of butter, ” ete. To the “better farming special” was attached a dairy 
car, which was fully equipped with desir able and undesirable types of 
dairy utensils. This car was manned by two members of the dairy 
department, who gave addresses on various phases of dairying, and 
illustrated these by means of charts and the equipment carried. De- 
monstrations in butter-making were given whenever this was deemed 
advisable. In all, 145 meetings were attended during the year. 


EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS. 


At the Canadian Industrial Exhibition, Winnipeg, we took charge 
of the dairy products exhibit, and conducted the milking competitions, 
while at the Dominion Exhibition, Brandon, we judged the dairy pro- 
ducts and took charge of the butter-making and milking competitions. 
The number of entries in the milking Gompetition at each of these 
exhibitions was the largest in its history, while the butter-making com- 
petition at Brandon drew a large number of interested onlookers, and 
was a feature of the exhibition. As in former years, we supplied dairy 
judges to most of the agricultural society fairs, a large number of which 
were held throughout the Province. The work done along this line, from 
year to year, has apparently given general satisfaction. Through the use 
of score cards, and in other ways, we have aimed at making the work 
prove as educative as possible. There has been a steady improvement 
in the quality of the butter exhibited. 


There has been a large increase in dairy products 
during the year. The dairy industry in Manitoba 
is being rapidly developed, directed along safe lines 
and established on a firm foundation. During the 
year the sphere of operation of the field work has 
been enlarged to include the more isolated and out- 


lying districts. (See page 22.) 
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PUBLICATIONS. 


The following publications were issued during the year:— 


Bulletin 3—“Care of Milk and Cream” (a revised issue by J. W. 
Mitchell). This bulletin deals fully with the causes of undesirable 
flavors in milk and cream, and their preventatives, the care of cream 
for creameries, milk for cheese factories, and milk and cream for dom- 
estic use. 


Bulletin 8—“Cow-testing” (by J. W. Mitchell and E. H. Farrell). 
This bulletin explains the objects of cow-testing work, and how the 
work is carried on, and furnishes valuable data, taken from our work 
during the past five years. There has been a large call for this bul- 
letin, and it has been well received. 


Circular 13—“‘Care of Cream for Creameries” (by J. W. Mitchell 
and W. J. Crowe). This circular was issued with a view to improving 
the quality of the cream sent to our creamieries, and has been widely 
distributed amongst creamery patrons. It deals with the creaming of 
milk and the care of cream for creameries, and contains the cut of a 
cooling-tank, which we have used extensively in our work and found 
very satisfactory. 


These publications are furnished free upon application. 


WORK IN OUTLYING DISTRICTS. 


Beginning with September of this year, Mr. W. J. Crowe was 
taken from the creamery work and appointed as inspector and instruc- 
tor to carry on work in what may be termed the outlying districts, 
where a large percentage of the people are of foreign extraction and, 
up to the present time, have been adopting somewhat primitive meth- 
ods in dairying, as well as in other lines of farming. These people 
are very industrious and quite inclined to go into the keeping of stock. 
At present the stock they keep for dairy purposes is not satisfactory, 
the methods of caring for and feeding them are not at all what they 
should be, and too commonly the milk is manufactured into butter of 
a very inferior quality and marketed under very unfavorable condi- 
tions. It is our purpose to lend them assistance in all branches ot 
their work, that is, to teach them to improve their stock and their 
methods of handling the same; to grow more suitable foods, and also 
to produce a better quality of milk and cream. We are strongly advis- 
ing them to send their cream to creameries, instead of attempting to 
manufacture it into butter themselves. Already we have helped to 
arrange facilities for the shipping of cream from Angusville, and like 
arrangements are being made elsewhere. Our efforts are being strongly 
seconded by the owners and managers of the local creameries. The 
work has already been fairly well organized in the following sections 
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of the Province: from Elphinstone to the boundary on the south side 
of the Riding Mountains; on the north side of the Riding Mountains, 
from Dauphin to Roblin; along the Prince Albert branch of the C.N.R., 
both in the vicinity of Sifton and throughout Ethelbert municipality. 


About 100 meetings have been planned for the present fall and 
winter in connection with this side of our work, a number of which 
have already been held. 


While it is too early to draw extensive conclusions, this much 
may be said, that the work done thus far is much appreciated by the 
people themselves, by the local creameries and by the business men of 
the sections in which the work has been and is being carried on. 


A PRESENT NEED. 


One of the large needs at present, in connection with our dairy 
industry, is more and better cows and good dairy sires. We realize 
that this is a need that cannot be satisfied in a day. The importation 
of a goodly number of good grade dairy cows, and the heading of our 
herds with good pure-bred dairy sires, are the two big factors that will 
help towards the solution of this problem. At present many of the 
cows used for dairy purposes are not satisfactory, and, owing to the 
lack of suitable dairy sires, our herds are not being graded up as they 
should be. We need to weed and breed, and cow-testing intelligently 
applied will help greatly in the weeding process. 


Another point we would mention: on account of the lack of care, 
suitable stables and suitable milk-producing foods, our cows are not 
made to milk as long or as largely as they would if these conditions 
were improved. We should like to see such foods as corn, roots and 
clovers grown more largely than they are at present for fall and winter 
feeding. 


As to the teaching side of our work, which is no small portion of 
it, I am dealing with this in my report to the board of directors of the 


Agricultural College. 


Appended will be found a lst of the creameries, skimming’ sta- 
tions and cheese factories in the Province.

Sir,—As secretary of the Manitoba Horticultural and Forestry 
Association, I beg herewith to submit a brief report of the work of the 
Association for the year 1913. 


The past year has, in many respects, been a favorable one from a 
horticultural standpoint. The long, mild season allowed all classes of 
horticultural crops to come to full maturity. The general excellence 
of horticultural products rendered conditions particularly favorable for 
the holding of horticultural exhibitions. Several of the local societies 
held exhibitions and reported remarkably good displays of horticultural 
products. Successful horticultural shows were held at Wi innipeg, Bran- 
don, Pilot Mound and Stonewall. 


An event of exceptional interest to those interested in forestry was 
the annual meeting of the Canadian Forestry Association, which was 
held in the City of Wi innipeg on July 7th, 8th and 9th.

PILOT MOUND HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY, 1913

This society, with a membership of about twenty, has had a satis- 
factory first year of existence on which to make report. Its efforts 
were concentrated on the first “Three Towns Horticultural Show,” 
organized by the joint efforts of Crystal City, Killarney and Pilot 
mound. The show was accordingly held at Pilot Mound on August 
21st, 1913, and, despite extraordinary weather conditions, was a distinct 
suecess, the exhibit of flowers, vegetables and fruits being surprisingly 
good. ‘Two severe rain and hail storms, one a week before and the other 
a day before the show, severely shattered the gardens in and around 
Pilot Mound. However, some thirty-two exhibitors from the three 
towns put on some splendid stuff. On the whole the honors were very 
evenly divided, the judging done by Mr. Thomas Jackson, the M.A.C. 
florist, having given general satisfaction. The three towns are much 
indebted to the extension branch of the M.A.C., represented by Mr. E. 
Ward Jones, for so kindly sending so competent a judge. The attend- 
ance at the show was marred by the incidence of harvest and the bad 
hail storm of the previous day, despite the added attractions of baseball 
between Pilot Mound and Crystal City. Had it not been for a timely 
erant of $75 from the Minister of Agriculture’ s Department, the finan- 
cial side of the show would have been a dead fat However, with 
the grant and the refusal of those exhibitors (one from Crystal City and

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seven from Pilot Mound) who were anxious to help the financing of 
the show, to accept any prize-money, the Pilot Mound Horticultural 
Society just managed to cover expenses of printing and prizes.

NOXIOUS WEEDS. 
WinnireeG, November 30th, 1913. 


The Honourable the Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit for your consideration my annual 
report as provincial noxious weeds inspector for the year ending 
November 30th, 1913. 


My personal observations coincide with the detailed reports 
received from the special weed inspectors as well as from some of those 
appointed by the municipalities. These show painstaking efforts to 
eradicate weeds over a large area of the Province, and the result is, 
indeed, worthy of commendation. ‘The territory above referred to 
embraces that part of the Province lying west of range 12, with the 
exception of a few municipalities. More aggressive and concerted 
action has been taken by the farmers themselves in the destruction of 
noxious weeds than ever before. Their efforts have been rewarded, 
and I ean with much pleasure report a marked improvement in the 
appearance of the locality. In the northern municipalities, including 
Dauphin, Grandview, Minitonas, Mossy River and Swan River, you 
will be pleased to learn that there is at present an actual scarcity of the 
Canadian and perennial sow thistle. I also observed that in these dis- 
tricts the farmers are now taking every precaution to prevent these 
plants getting a hold on their farms. 


The report which I am compelled to make concerning that much 
larger area of the Province which lies east of range 12, is by no means 
as eratifying as I should have desired. Unfortunately Canadian and 
perennial sow thistle are gaining ground in this territory. In my 
opinion the predominating factor which has brought about this unfor- 
tunate condition is the system of appointing municipal weed inspectors 
from among resident farmers of the municipality. To illustrate, the 
municipal councils are largely composed of farmers who, in general, 
are owners of farms which are badly infested with Canadian and 
perennial sow thistle as well as other noxious weeds; placing personal 
interest above that of the welfare of the municipality, they appoint as 
inspectors for the different wards resident farmers whose lands are 
even more polluted than their own. ‘The result is natural; in some 
vases a small pretence is made to enforce “The Noxious Weeds Act,” 
in many cases not even that. I could go even further and state that, 
in some of these municipalities there exists a general feeling of hostility 
to the enforcement of the Act. My firm conviction is that, as long as 
the councils of the different municipalities are authorized to appoint 
in the capacity of weed inspectors residents of their municipalities, just 
so long will this disastrous condition exist. 
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A fair trial has been given “The Noxious Weeds Act?’ in its 
present form. With your support I have given it of my best, and yet 
I am compelled to report as above. The matter was up for considera- 
tion at the last meeting of the Union of Municipalities; it was left with 
the executive of that body to deal with and report to the Government. 
I am in hopes that some practical solution of this problem will be 
embodied in their recommendations, to assist the Government in its 
efforts to eradicate noxious weeds in this Province. I have the honor

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PROTECTION OF GAME. 


Wiynipeec, December 23rd, 1913. 


To the Honourable the Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Provincial Government, Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit herewith my report as chief game 
guardian for the Province, together with the report of my deputies, for 
the past twelve months, ending November 30th, 1913. 


It gives me pleasure to be able to report, from observation and 
information gathered from sportsmen and our field officers, that the 
supply of all kinds of game animals and birds was this year, generally 
speaking, most encouraging, and in keeping with the last three or four 
years. 


I am pleased to be able to report that, by and with your permission 
and under your instruction, we were successful in locating, marking 
and placarding the Turtle Mountain game preserve, and also the Spruce 
Woods game preserve, with the exception of five or six miles on the 
eastern boundary line of the last-mentioned preserve, which has not yet 
been reported to me as being completed. Further, we have been suc- 
cessful in locating, marking and placarding the southern and eastern 
boundary lines of the Riding Mountain game preserve. However, 
owing to the fact of the northern boundary line of the reserve running 
through the centre of township 22, ranges 18, 19, 20 and 21, and the 
ereater portion of the western boundary line never having been sur- 
veyed, we found it impossible, with the equipment at our disposal, to 
continue this work until these lines have been surveyed and marked by 
some competent land surveyor. IJ may say that, in having commenced 
this work, we have made the longest step in a sure and right direction 
towards perpetuating and ensuring a good supply of our game animals 
and birds to the use of the present and rising generations. 


Your foresight in having seen the necessity of adding another 
salaried man to our permanent staff of field-men at the beginning of 
the present year, to devote his whole time to the enforcement of “The 
Game Act” in the field, together with your appointing of one special 
game guardian last September, whose duties were to guard and keep a 
strict watch over and protect all kinds of game animals and _ birds 
within the limits of the Turtle Mountain game preserve, and more par- 
ticularly to see to it that no person or persons were allowed to come 
into the said preserve from across the international boundary line 
poaching or pilfering the game of our Province at any period of the 
year, and also your appointing of seven more special men for short 
periods immediately preceding the opening of the season for hunting 
deer, whose duties were to strictly enforce the provisions of the Act, 
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in the districts where deer were known to be plentiful, during the said 
open season and for some time after its close, giving special attention 
to the preventing of non-residents, either Indians or white men, from 
coming into our Province hunting without first providing themselves 
with the necessary non-resident hunting license. These steps have 
demonstrated fully the grasp both you and the Government have of 
what is required to be done in order to perpetuate and ensure a good 
supply of game. 


GOOD LEGISLATION. 


The amendments made to “The Game Act,’ which were recom- 
mended by yourself and assented to at the last session of your Legis- 
lature, in my opinion, have resulted, generally speaking, in great good. 
I refer to the inauguration of those regulations making necessary for all 
resident and non-resident trappers, also non-resident traders, to procure 
a license for their respective avocations before going either to trap fur- 
bearing animals or buy, trade or take in exchange the pelts or skins of 
any of the said animals mentioned in the Act. 


Further, the Legislation passed at the last session, requiring all 
persons who go hunting deer to wear a white coat and cap while out 
hunting, has, to the best of my knowledge, resulted in the prevention of 
many accidents during the hunting season just closed. I have only 
heard of one accident this year, where two people were wounded, one 
seriously and the other slightly, as against five or six serious accidents 
and two fatalities during the open season of 1912. I may say that 
there was some blame attached to the parties themselves in this 
instance, they having taken off their white garments to skin the deer 
which they had shot, ‘and while in a stooping position were mistaken for 
deer and shot at by some other hunter. 


CLERICAL WORK IN OFFICE. 


Owing to the legislation passed at the last session of the legislature, 
and the steadily increasing influx of population into this Province 
annually, the clerical work has increased approximately fifty per cent. 
during the past year.

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The following detailed information will be found of interest con- 
cerning the supply of game. 


Moose deer.—Found in large numbers in the northwestern and 
southeastern parts of the Province. The supply seems to be equal to 
former years, if not better. 


Elk deer.—Considered to be holding their own fairly well. Found 
in the Riding Mountain district and the territory lying between Lakes 
Winnipeg and Manitoba. 


Jumping deer.—Appear to be increasing in numbers. Found in 
the Pembina Hills and in that part of the Province lying between 
Portage la Prairie and Brandon, through which district the Assiniboine 
River flows. They are to be found in goodly numbers east of the Red 
River, in that section of the Province through which flow the Broken- 
head and Whitemouth Rivers. 


Cariboo.—In former years an occasional cariboo has been found in 
the territory adjacent to and east of the Whitemouth River. However, 
I have not heard of one having been seen this year. 


FUR-BEARING ANIMALS. 


Martin, mink and fisher.—The supply of these animals is con- 
sidered to be only fair. 


Muskrat.—The supply of these animals is considered good. 

Otter.—The supply of otter is not plentiful. 

Beaver.—The supply of beaver is increasing annually. 
GAME BIRDS. 


Prairie chicken, grouse and partridge were very plentiful this last 
open season. 


English pheasants—Mr. R. A. Hunter, an employee of the 
C.N.R., reports having seen a flock of these birds close to the main line 
of the C.N.R. between Ochre River and Dauphin this fall; also there is 
reported to be a considerable number of these birds in the district south 
of the town of Oak Lake. 


Wild ducks.—The supply of these birds was reported not quite as 
good as heretofore. I attribute this to the possibility of the birds 
changing their flight in order to avoid the districts so much frequented 
by sportsmen, market and other hunters during the open season; in 
districts of this sort the birds, no doubt, have been too persistently 
hunted. 


€ 
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Wild Geese.—Were reported to be fairly plentiful, though not to be 
found in some of the formerly noted goose districts, such as Whitewater 
Lake, which is reported to have practically gone dry. 


Snipe and plover.—Supply considered to be only fair. 


DISTANCE TRAVELLED WHILE ENFORCING “THE GAME ACT.” 


The distances travelled by the salaried officers working out of this 
office (one way) by train, vehicle or conveyance, and on foot, while 
enforcing “The Game Act,” amounted to 15,670 miles. 


CASES INVESTIGATED. 


During the twelve months ending on the 30th of November, the 
number of reported violations of “The Game Act,’ which were investi- 
gated, and where there was not sufficient evidence collected to convict, 
amounted to 259.

CONFISCATED MUSKRAT SKINS. 


Four thousand five hundred and forty-five muskrat skins, confis- 
cated at Ethelbert, and the proceeds, amounting to five hundred and 
twenty-five dollars and twenty cents, was ordered by the convicting 
justice to be handed over to the Dauphin Hospital.

Sir,—I have the honor to submit the report of the Live Stock 
Associations of Manitoba, for the year 1913. 


In presenting the annual report of the Live Stock Associations for 
1913 (eleven months), we wish to congratulate you on the increased 
interest already manifested in agriculture in the Province of Manitoba, 
due to the forward movement advocated by your Department, especially 
in extension work. No other Province in Canada has received so much 
advertising, from an agricultural standpoint, as has Manitoba by the 
success of her students from the Agricultural College, and the splendid 
exhibit of fat cattle made by one of her citizens at the world’s greatest 
live stock show at Chicago. This cannot but be of inestimable value to 
the Province, from the standpoint of demonstrating to the world at 
large that Manitoba is not only a grain-producing Province, but can also 
raise the best of live stock. 


In the production of beef there has been such a falling off which, 
added to the extremely large numbers of cattle being exported to the 
United States, through the removal of the duty, brings the Canadian 
consumer face to face with a most serious problem, and when one sees 
fat cattle sold by auction, on the hoof, at prices ranging from 10}c to 
15e per pound, as took place at the Toronto market in December, one 
can readily estimate what the consumer will pay for such beef. All of 
which goes to demonstrate that the man who keeps everlastingly at it, 
in the breeding of live stock, is to-day coming into his own. 


Whether the depletion of the country, as has occurred this fall, of 
so many beef females of a marketable age, could have been in any way 
checked by legislation or not is a debatable question, but it is very much 
regretted that some steps could not have been taken, either by purchase, 
ete., to have retained the same in the west, by the joint action of the 
Governments of the three prairie Provinces. 


The cattle sale, as conducted during the time of the winter fair, 
at Brandon, in March, 1913, proved to be one of the most successful in 
the history of these sales, the average price received for the animals sold 
was $158.57, which was the highest received at any association sale in 
Western Canada up to date, clearly demonstrating that the breeders 
are interesting themselves in better cattle. 
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The project adopted by the Federal Government, in sending out 
pure-bred stallions to different sections of the Province should result 
in a much superior class of horses being bred in Manitoba; and whilst 
certain sections of the Province produce as high-class animals as may 
be found in any other section of Canada, yet, too many nondescripts 
are being disposed of; in many cases due to the use of scrub stallions, 
an act that we trust cannot be legally utilized in this Province in the 
very near future, for with the strict enforcement of the laws in Sas- 
katchewan and North Dakota pertaining to the use of such stallions, 
many of these scrubs will be foisted on the uninformed of our Province. 
It is greatly to be desired that “The Stallion Enrolment Act,” now 
before the House, will be passed upon this session, thus placing this 
Province in the van as regards legislation of stallions. 


The Sheep Breeders’ Association has this fall brought into the 
Province about 700 breeding ewes, of various ages, distributing these 
in small numbers to those who are interested in sheep, but could not go 
to the expense of selecting these for themselves, hoping thereby to make 
this branch of agriculture much more popular than it is at present. 


The cattle sale held in March distributed over fifty pure-bred bulls 
to various sections of the Province, and the high average price obtained, 
the largest in the history of these sales in Manitoba, is a slight indica- 
tion of the increased interest being taken in the cattle industry. 
Especially is this desirable along pure-bred lines. 


We are pleased to note that hogs are being sent east, which indi- 
cates that, either they have a better market in Toronto or Montreal, 
or that the supply here more than equals the demand. 


The greatly increased numbers of live stock being shown at the 
various fairs throughout the Province is an incentive to the industry 
that can scarcely be estimated, demonstrating to the grain man how 
much nearer to nature than the man who robs the land by continuous 
growth of grain rather than by placing some fertilizer on the same. 


From a resolution, first adopted at the annual meeting of our 
Association last winter, there has sprung into existence the Western 
Canada Live Stock Union, composed of membership of all live stock 
associations of the three prairie and Pacific Coast Provinces, having 
for one of its main objects the cementing together of those with kindred 
work in the west, hoping thereby to overcome, through the union, many 
of the difficulties that western breeders have been laboring under for a 
number of years.

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GENERAL REVIEW OF IMMIGRATION. 


To the Honourable the ‘Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


Sir,—I have the honor to present for your consideration my report 
as superintendent of immigration for the year ended November 80th, 
1913. 


At no time during the history of Manitoba has the tide of immi- 
eration been so great as during the year 1913. Many circumstances 
have helped to swell this tide, but the factor to whose influence can be 
attributed the greater measure of this increase is the manner in which 
our Province has been advertised, under your direction, in both 
America and Europe. 


Not only have my expectations of a year ago been realized, but 
they have been greatly surpassed in all branches, during the year just 
closed. You are to be congratulated, sir, on the enormous success 
which has attended each of the different systems inaugurated to make 
known the advantages of this Province. The organization and opening 
of three offices in the british Isles marks an epoch in the history 
of immigration in our Province, and will long be remembered as the 
period whence was started the greatest Anglo-Saxon emigration ever 
known. 


EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION BUREAUS. 


The work carried on by your emigration officers in England, Ire- 
land and Scotland has been of such a character as to call forth special 
mention. The large numbers of persons who have been assisted by 
having their transportation advanced, and for whom positions were 
found on their arrival, are clear gains in the way of immigration, as 
none of these would have come to our Province had it not been through 
this particular method. While on this subject I wish to give expression 
to my appreciation of the success which attended the efforts of your 
Commissioners in the British Isles in their selection of farm and 
domestic help; the persons who came were experienced, and adapted 
themselves with facility to their new surroundings, showing that they 
were from rural parts and intimately acquainted with farm life. 


The Britishers who emigrated of their own accord, and through 
the efforts of these same commissioners were induced to take up their 
homes in Manitoba, are also of an exceptionally good class, proving the 
justification of your establishment of these offices. 


The travelling agents, who are respectively under the direction of 
each one of your commissioners, are also accomplishing much-—both by 
their lectures and the distribution of literature. It is through them 
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that first-hand knowledge of the opportunities offered by this Province 
is being disseminated throughout rural England, Ireland and Scotland. 
If much has been accomplished through these offices in the seven months 
since their opening, one can look forward with pleasurable anticipation 
to a greater influx of high-class immigration when they will have been 
another twelve months in existence. 


I heartily endorse the satisfactory reports of your Canadian agents 
at Toronto, Gretna and Emerson. ‘The efficient manner in which these 
officers have carried on their work is very commendable. The Gretna 
and Emerson offices have been of very material assistance to the immi- 
grants coming from the United States. A perusal of the report of Mr. 
Hartney, your Toronto agent, gives a very good idea of the arduous 
work connected with his office and the manner in which it was accom- 
plished. I cannot too highly praise him for his work in connection 
with the harvest excursions. The garnering of this year’s enormous 
crop in the very satisfactory and speedy manner in which it was done— 
from a supply of harvest hands point of view—is due in no small 
manner to his vigilance at that particular period. 


The work which devolved upon the Winnipeg office, under the 
direction of Mr. Burke, was very much increased, owing to a far 
greater immigration than ever before. I desire to point out that in the 
distribution of both immigrants and harvest hands this gentleman 
excelled himself. 


EXHIBITS. 


There are few, if any, forms of advertising which make a stronger 
appeal than practical demonstrations. That nearly a million of people 
—imost of them from the United States and a large number of whom 
had but a slight knowledge of Manitoba—gazed with admiration on the 
products of our unexcelled soil, is proof of your commendable sagacity 
in again placing a Manitoba exhibit in the Canadian National Exhi- 
bition held in Toronto the last week in August and first in September. 
For the excellence of this exhibit you have already received palpable 
testimony in the award of a gold medal and diploma. This, in itself, 
is the source of much gratification, and clearly demonstrates that Mani- 
toba can hold her own when in competition with all the other Provinces. 
I remained in Toronto all during this exhibition, and came into contact 
with the multitude of visitors who attended, and what seemed to attract 
most attention was the variety of our exhibits and the superiority of 
the quality there shown; this particularly applies to vegetables and 
fruits. Persons who had any knowledge of Manitoba, while surprised 
and pleased at the beauty of the grain exhibits, were absolutely 
astounded to see and handle vegetables and fruits of such a high class. 
It was, in fact, with some difficulty that they could be convinced that 
such produce could be grown in this Province. That is why I say that

such a demonstration, more than in any other manner, makes known 
our actual agricultural resources. An instance of the attention 
directed to our Province by virtue of this exhibit is found in the fact 
that the management in charge of the West Indies, Bahama Islands’ 
exhibit, have promised to exhibit in Winnipeg next year (1914) ; here- 
tofore these people have confined their exhibit in Canada to the 
Canadian National at Toronto. I desire to place on record my appre- 
ciation of the kindness of the directors and management of the Cana- 
dian National, in awarding me, personally, a bronze medal in 
acknowledgment of the manner in which our exhibit was placed and 
maintained throughout exhibition time. The Manitoba exhibit at the 
Canada Land and Apple Show was also an unqualified success. 


LITERATURE. 


The nature, variety and quantity of literature distributed under 
the direction of your Department leaves nothing to be desired. Apart 
from the maps, crop bulletins and departmental reports issued by the 
Department, a series of magnificent pamphlets were issued from your 
publication branch which dealt with every feature of the principal 
activities of Manitoba. Two series of booklets were issued—each of 
which was complete in itself, and bears every evidence of having been 
prepared by one who thoroughly understands the “art of advertising. 2 
These booklets are most attractive in appearance, the matter is sh 
skilfully arranged, and all are profusely and beautifully decorated, 
illustrated with photographic scenes descriptive of the farmer, his home 
and his life, his amusements and the fruits of his work; also other 
scenes of the activities of the everyday life of our people and the 
general resources of our Province. A year ago it was thought that a 
supply of from 150,000 to 200,000 would be ample to meet the require- 
ments, but so great has been the call for this literature that the supply 
has proved entirely inadequate, requests for same are pouring into the 
offices of all your agencies, which are kept busy all the year round 
answering correspondence the direct result of this “booklet publicity.” 
It is but right to mention here that many of the enquirers refer to one 
or the other of the newspaper advertisements—European, as well as 
American and Canadian—clearly showing that this form of advertising 
is also giving returns. Having before them constantly such a means of 
acquiring information, it is safe to predict that Manitoba will have 
her quota of the European and American people who in 1914 intend 
seeking homes abroad. 


HOMESTEADS. 


What proved another drawing card in the way of immigration 
was your advertising of the large number of homesteads which were 
opened up for settlement in the fertile territories lying between the 
two lakes and in the Dauphin district. Many hundreds of settlers have 
already availed themselves of this great opportunity and large numbers 
are daily making entries for these lands. 
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PROSPECTS FoR 1914. 


I availed myself of the tour of one of the “special agricultural 
instruction trains” through the Province to give addresses to our farm- 
ers, touching on the ‘“‘welcome” and “‘treatment” to be accorded to the 
farm help which was being brought over from the old land for their 
benefit, and I am convinced that the new arrivals have met with a 
cordial reception, which will greatly aid them in tiding over the first 
few weeks when adapting themselves to their new surroundings. It 
will be seen that the expectations of a year ago have been far sur- 
passed; yet, when one considers that the attention of a vast number 
of European people, looking for new homes, has been—and is still— 
being drawn to he enormous advantages offered by this Province, I 
can confidently predict for 1914 the advent of a much larger number 
of most desirable settlers who will, in turn, join with us in maintain- 
ing Manitoba in the proud position of being the most “progressive 
Province of the Dominion.”

Sir,—I have the honor to submit the report of the Provincial 
immigration and employment bureau for the year ending November 
30th, 1913. 


From the experience of this office I can see that immigration this 
year has far exceeded that of any previous year. The increase is par- 
ticularly noticeable in the much larger number coming from the Brit- 
ish Isles. The establishment of agencies in England, Treland and Seot- 
land has made itself felt, not only in the increased number of British 
immigrants coming over, but also in the class of immigrants who have 
come. They are practically all from the rural parts, and show evi- 
dence of an intimate knowledge of farming. A new feature of this 
year’s work has been the receiving of applications for assisted male 
and female help, and the distributing of them upon their arrival. A 
very large number of such persons arrived and were placed in good 
positions without unnecessary delay. 


I 
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A far larger number of inquiries than ever before has been re- 
ceived, and the correspondence resultant therefrom consequently con- 
siderably augmented. In this correspondence also I have observed 
that the people who are seeking information are of a superior class, 
their letters showing that agricultural pursuits are by no means for- 
eign to them. 


The supply and distribution of harvest hands was more success- 
fully carried on this year than ever before, and in consequence our 
enormous grain crop was garnered more satisfactorily and expeditiously 
than in any previous year. 


It is a great pleasure to have for distribution literature such as 
is now being issued by the Department. Its character alone has cre- 
ated such a demand that I have been hard pressed supplying it. 


I am happy to report a much larger homestead entry in 1913. 
These lands are being very rapidly t taken up, and that by a class who 
have sufficient means to enable them to develop them. 


The outlook for the coming year is indeed bright, and a much 
larger number even than this year will settle in Manitoba. The in- 
tending settler is informing himself, and he will naturally decide there 
is no reason for going further west than Maintoba, when he learns of 
our great resources and unequalled railroad facilities.

To the Honourable the Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit this my report for the year end- 
ing November 30th, 1913. 


It affords me much pleasure to report that the inquiries about 
Manitoba have been greater this year than in previous years. In former 
years many inquiries were received asking for information respecting 
the Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, as well as Manitoba, but 
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now inquiries respecting those other Provinces have fallen off, while 
those respecting Manitoba have increased. What I regard, amongst 
others, as reasons for this are the greatly increased efforts put forth by 
the Department under your direction; the distribution of such large 
quantities of descriptive pamphlets; the exhibits at the larger fairs; 
the opening of the offices in Great Britain, and the extension of the 
boundaries. 


Since March last 676 persons receiving information at this office 
left here stating their intention to locate in Manitoba, and, as many 
of those were heads of families, which would average five, the aggre- 
gate is considerable. 


The usual settlers’ excursions were operated on each Tuesday dur- 
ing March and April. This year the homeseekers’ trains were oper- 
ated every Tuesday, beginning March 4th and ending October 28th, 
instead of each second Tuesday, beginning in May and ending in Sept- 
ember, as in previous years. During March, April, September and 
October homeseekers used the regular train, leaving Toronto at 10.20 
p-m., and during May, June, July and August—the months of heavi- 
est travel—special trains for their accommodation were run, leaving 
Toronto at 2 p.m. Notwithstanding the fact that the fare for those 
excursions was again raised a dollar, many more people travelled by 
them than in former years. 


I am glad to know from reports received that the securing of lab- 
orers to harvest the crop was, as far as Manitoba was concerned, much 
more satisfactory than ever before. There appears to have been just 
about sufficient, and none too many. Harvesters have apparently at 
last found out it is better for them to take advice from your agents 
and remain at first in Manitoba, where the harvest is earlier, than to 
rush farther west and congest terminal points. No doubt the change 
effected by you in 1912 in having the tickets good to Winnipeg only, 
and a further charge of one-half cent. per mile to points west, has 
had a good effect. 


I regret that the railway companies advanced the second-class fare 
to western points two and one-half dollars over the rate existing for 
many years past. Although it is not a great deal it has had an effect, 
especially in the case of domestic help. 


Ags an evidence of the increased travel to Manitoba, the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company have found it necessary to put on an addi- 
tional daily train between Toronto and Winnipeg, the first of which 
left Toronto on October 26th. This makes two daily trains between 
Toronto and Winnipeg. This is the more remarkable, it being usual 
to reduce the number of trains in the fall and winter. 
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IT am very pleased to note that your efforts, through your Depart- 
ment, including the Agricultural College, to educate our farmers to 
adopt mixed farming, is meeting with success, and when our farmers 
are convinced—as they will be soon—that Manitoba can produce not 
only the best grain in the world, but also as good beef, pork, poultry, 
and all dairy products, as anywhere in America, it will result in a 
large influx of the very best farmers from the eastern States and the 
older Provinces of the Dominion. As evidence of the interest now 
being aroused in mixed farming, I understand several parties from 
Manitoba are at present in the East purchasing dairy cattle, and it is 
their intention to secure only the best. 


It is gratifying to note the increase of entries for homesteads in 
Manitoba, as evidenced by the fact, as published in late papers, that 
during the first three weeks of October last thirty-seven more entries 
had been made than during the whole of the same month in the previous 
year. 


During the past year many immigrants from Britain, who ex- 
pected to remain in Ontario, called at this office, and, from the informa- 
tion they received, have concluded they can do better in Manitoba, 
and intend going there. It is very noticeable the much better class of 
immigrants coming now than formerly, there being a much larger per- 
centage with old country farm experience; and I may say that for the 
past few months it is only those intending to take up farming, and 
domestic servants, whom I encourage to go to Manitoba, letting arti- 
zans and such judge for themselves, and after this time of year I advise 
all to defer going until spring. 


T find there are many people here who, in years gone by, and who 
never intended to go west, but for speculative purposes became pos- 
sessed of western farm lands, which remain unproductive, and now, 
owing to the hard times, are disposing of it either by sale or in trade 
for revenue-producing property, which, from a provincial point of 
view, will have a good effect, as in most cases it will result in those 
lands coming into the hands of parties who will make it productive 
anyway, whether they personally occupy it or not. 


Too much cannot be said in praise of the Manitoba exhibit at the 
national exhibition held at Toronto this year. It occupied the same 
position in the Government building as the exhibit of 1912. I regret 
to say that the managers of the exhibition saw fit to curtail our spaze 
by reducing the width by about five feet; but notwithstanding that fact 
it was by the the most attractive exhibit at the fair, and was at ali 
times crowded with interested visitors, many of whom were greatly 
surprised at the varied products produced by a Province which they 
hod been led to believe could only produce the cereals. The excellent 
samples of red and alsike clover and alfalfa were much admired; but 
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the exhibit of apples and vegetables was the great surprise, so much so 
it was difficult to convince many that they were really the productisn 
of our Province. The whole exhibit was so attractively arranged unde: 
the supervision of Mr. Benson as to call forth the admiration of ail. 
The appreciation of the management was shown in the awarding to 
Mr. Golden, Mx. Benson and myself of a bronze medal. JI have no 
hesitation in saying our exhibits will result in attracting many good 
farmers to our Province, not only from the eastern Provinces but also 
from the United States, from whence there were many visitors. The 
exhibition authorities have promised to allot to us the same position, with 
increased space, for future exhibitions. A large quantity of literature 
was distributed at the exhibition. 


From present prospects I look for a good influx of a desirahie 
class of settlers from the eastern Provinces, as well as from the adjoin- 
ing States, during next year.

To the Honourable the Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Province of Manitoba. 


Sir,—I beg leave to submit for your consideration my report of 
your Gretna agency for the past year. 


By your order, Emerson and all points east of the Red River, 
including the outport of Sprague, at the extreme south-east boundary 
of the Province, was separated early in the year and formed into a 
distinct agency at the port of Emerson. To Gretna was assigned the 
Sos of the frontier outports of Haskett, Morden, Mowbray, Kallar- 

, Deloraine, Melita and Bannerman. These offices account for the 
Ww rae of immigration coming chiefly from the United States of America. 


Whilst correspondence from residents of the United States of 
America, seeking information as to the opportunities to be found in 
Manitoba for improving their condition, continues to increase steadily, 
there is a large dropping off from the British Isles. It is caused by 
the offices you opened in England, Ireland and Scotland. A clear 
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proof is established for the urgent need for these agencies, and the 
great advantage reaped by our Province in securing a class of settlers 
of our own race and allegiance. Many of them have taken advantage 
of the aid of the assisted transportation advanced by your department 
to come to Manitoba. ‘There is an extensive field open here for the 
emigration from the old land of female domestic servants. 


The delivery of printed matter, maps and literature issued by 
your Department, advertising the general resources of Manitoba, with 
its thirty millions of acres of land that can be cultivated to advantage, 
and the enormous undeveloped wealth of the new area of 178,000 
square miles added to the Province, has been pursued with great suc- 
cess. Gretna agency is the distributing point for all such matter for- 
warded to your agencies established in the neighboring states of the 
Union. 


The important question of mixed farming, with the prospects of 
a ready market for stock raised, is one of many leading questions that 
your agent is required to give attention to, in the form of an answer 
by personal letter. 


The establishment of the provincial Agricultural College in 1906 
and its rapid and wonderful development since that time, until now 
it is acknowledged to be the leading and best equipped agricultural 
college on the continent of North America, is a matter of fact which 
draws and attracts the interested attention of many intending settlers 
from the states south of the international boundary line. Our civil laws 
and school and educational institutions also call for specific and personal 
mention. People of the same language, they are assimilated with us 
almost immediately on their arrival, accustomed as they have been to 
similar laws and institutions for the benefit of the public. It is worthy 
of note, as is shown by the superiority of the general class of settlers 
attracted to Manitoba from the United States. Many questions are 
also asked as to the feasibility of the Hudson Bay route to Europe 
for the transportation of grain via Port Nelson, in Manitoba. All 
communications receive prompt attention. 


The returns sent to your department monthly give detailed statis- 
tical information, which includes the names of settlers, their destina- 
tion, number in family, with total value of the settlers’ stock and 
effects, etc. 


Monthly returns of the daily grain market for wheat at the border 
towns of Gretna, Manitoba, and Neche, North Dakota, are also for- 
warded to your department for record. 


In conclusion, I also. beg leave to state that from information 
received there is positive assurance that the enlarged boundaries of 
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the Province of Manitoba have attracted great attention to the unlim- 
ited resources of our Province. Its undeveloped wealth of mineral 
lands, forests and fisheries, as well as its premier position as the wheat 
garden of the world, are becoming recognized. Immigration returns 
from the United States of America for 1914 are more satisfactory than 
any previous year.

Sir,—I have the honor to submit my report as landing immigra- 


tion officer at Winnipeg immigration hall for the year ending Novem- 
ber 30th, 1913. 


Acting under your instructions, in company with Mr. W. H. 
Boyd, I made a trip north last December, to the territory lying be- 
tween Lakes Winnipeg and Manitoba. The object of this inspection 
was to ascertain the nature of this land and the extent to which it 
was favorable to settlers. On my return I submitted a detailed account 
of my journey dealing with the townships visited and the sections 
traversed. The favorable conditions as set forth in my report have 
been the means of already attracting a large number of settlers to this 
territory. It is gratifying to note in this connection that out of 2,208 
homestead entries which were made in Manitoba this year 60 per cent. 
of them were for quarter sections between the lakes. I have seen and 
spoken to a large number of these, and all were perfectly satisfied with 
their homes. 


My work at the immigration hall, furnishing information and 
directing settlers on their arrival, has brought me into contact with a 
far greater number than in any previous year, and I desire to say 
that the class of immigrants who arrived this year is better than here- 
tofore, a large number of them having both means and experience suf- 
ficient to enable them to get a good start. Another pleasing feature 
of this year’s immigration is the increased number of English-speaking 
people who arrived, also the large number of settlers from the eastern 
Provinces, particuarly the Province of Quebec. 


Sheep find fat living in Manitoba pastures. There are about 53,000 sheep in the Province, 
and the increase in 1913 over 1912 was over 10,000 


a2 — 
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In 1912 there were about 217,000 pigs in the Province, and this year’s returns show an 
increase of about 32,000. The Manitoba climate and feeds are very suitable to any breed 


of hogs. The Manitoba pork product is similar to that of Great Britain. Our farmers are 
finding that hog raising pays handsome returns. 


Part of a flock of 2,500 sheep winding along the White Mud River, near Gladstone. 
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This augurs well for mixed farming, as in conversation with these 
people they all declare their intention of engaging in this form of agri- 
culture. 


The literature supplied by the Department this year was excep- 
tionally fine. It was both much sought re and greatly appreciated. 


During the months of August and September I assisted in the 
receiving and distributing of harvest hands. I am happy to report 
that, although a very strenuous undertaking on account of the great 
number arriving in such a short time, the distribution was systematic- 
ally necomplished to the mutual satisfaction of farmers and harvest 
hands. The expeditious manner in which this year’s enormous crop 
was garnered fully compensates for the labor given. 


There is no doubt that with a continuance of the present system 
of advertising there will come to our Province an even greater number 
of settlers in 1914.

The Honourable the Minister of Agriculture and Immigration, 
Winnipeg. 


Sir,—I have the honor to present herewith my report as Manitoba 
immigration agent for the year ending November 30th, 1913. 


In presenting this, the annual report of the Emerson office, I 
desire to point out that much of the traffic from the United States, 
which hitherto came via Emerson, is now diverted via Duluth and Fort 
Frances. This new routing, however, does not apply to settlers with 
stock, for the reason that the cattle quarantine is at Emerson. 


In the statistics of immigration and importations of settlers’ 
effects, comprising horses, cattle, sheep, swine, implements and house- 
hold goods, I have taken note only of such as were destined for points 
in Manitoba. In previous years the statistics covered all north-west 
Canada. Whilst the immigrants were from European countries as well 
as the United States, the stock, implements and other settlers’ effects 
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were from the United States only. The states from which these were 
drawn were Minnesota, North and South Dakota, Iowa, Kansas, Ili- 
nois, Wisconsin, Indiana, Nebraska, Oklahoma and Colorado, whilst 
the points in Manitoba benefited by this increase were scattered through- 
out the Province. 


The total immigration for 1913 to Manitoba, via Sprague and 
Emerson, numbered 5,569; and although many of these were not fol- 
lowers of farm pursuits, the latter brought with them stock, implements 
and household goods £0 the value of S121, 361. An famed feature 
of this live stock importation was the bringing of pedigreed swine to 
the value of $800 in one consignment, and of sheep to the number of 
3,600 in three consignments. 


My efforts to spread knowledge of the advantages of Manitoba as 
a desirable place for the intending immigrant have been directed to 
points in the above-named states, with which I have had very consider- 
able correspondence. 


I have also established correspondence with the Dominion Govern- 
ment agents at points in the United States, and beg to acknowledge 
their valuable co-operation whenever the opportunity has arisen. 


By the establishment of a free labor bureau, I have also been able 
to assist newcomers to obtain employment and to supply farmers with 


help. 


On arriving at the boundary line with stock and other merchandise 
the newcomer has to clear at the customs, work with which he is not 
familiar. By undertaking this for them free, I am often enabled to 
save them considerable worry and obtain in return some information 
as to other prospective immigrants form the section of country they 
come from. Such people are then supplied with “Greater Manitoba,” 
and not infrequently a correspondence is established and the way paved 
for further newcomers. 


The month of March is the month in which the tide of immigra- 
tion is at the flood, and I would, therefore, respectfully suggest that 
the agents of your Department, working in the states I have mentioned, 
will find the present to be the most favorable time for their efforts. 
They might also advise the new settler to inquire for me on arrival at 
the boundary line, in order that they can take advantage of my assist- 
ance with the customs and cattle quarantine regulations.

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AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES AND COLLEGE EXTENSION 
WORK. 


To the President of Manitoba Agricultural College and Managing 
Director of Agricultural Societies, 
Winnipeg, Man. 


Sir,—I beg to submit herewith for your consideration the annual 
report of the College extension work, which includes agricultural 
societies, agricultural and arts associations, home economics societies, 
farmers’ institutes, special trains, ete., for the Province of Manitoba, 
for the year ending November 30th, 1913. 


The work is divided under the following heads, and the report 
deals with each in turn as mentioned :— 


(1) Agricultural society fairs; 
(2) Agricultural and arts associations ; 
(3) Agricultural special trains ; 
(4) Boys’ and girls’ clubs; 
(5) Good farming competitions ; 
(6) Home economics societies ; 
(7) Seed fairs; 
(8) Short courses of instruction in agriculture ; 
(9) Standing grain competitions ; 
(10) Plowing matches. 


Owing to the fiscal year ending November 30th, while the agri- 
cultural society year ends on December 24th, the statistical report at 
the time of writing is not complete. However, from the eighteen agri- 
cultural societies’ annual reports to date received, the following facts 
are revealed: The Government grant to these eighteen societies in 1912 
was $8,110.38, while in 1913, to the same eighteen societies, their expen- 
diture in cash prizes earned a grant of $8,742.97, or an increase of 
approximately 83 per cent. Again, the total of the cash prizes paid 
out to these eighteen societies, for agricultural exhibits in 1912, was 
$11,858.41, and this amount is what the 1913 grant is based upon, 
while in 1913 the amount paid out for the same classes by the same 
societies is $12,467.00, or an increase of approximately 5 per cent. 
Consequently it is readily seen that the Government grant to these 
societies will be again increased in 1914. 


During the year just closed three new societies were formed. 
These societies are at Glenella, Shellmouth, and Mooshorn, and each 
apparently is in a flourishing condition. The two first mentioned held 
really excellent exhibitions during the summer, and the latter has held 
a monthly market day both for the purchase and sale of farm produce 
and farm necessities. 
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At the present time three petitions are under way for the organiza- 
tion of agricultural societies. These societies will be organized at 
McAuley, Grandview, and Isabella. These are all in excellent farming 
districts, and no doubt each will have a flourishing society to forward a 
report of in 1914. 


Of the sixty-seven societies in the Province, sixty-five held shows, 
and to sixty-four of these judges were supplied by this section. 


A very noticeable feature of the majority of these fairs is the 
excellent showing, both in numbers and in quality, of the horse exhibit. 
Many of the local shows are to be congratulated upon the fact that horse 
classes are viewed on their fair grounds which compare most favorably 
with those seen at the largest exhibitions. Much friendly rivalry is 
seen, especially in the harness classes, and to those taking advantage of 
this splendid opportunity, surely a great increase of satisfaction and 
pride in farming is realized. 


The judges’ reports indicate that the classes at the average exhi- 
bition were not only better filled, but that the several boards of manage- 
ment of the local shows are taking increased interest and are exercising 
increased activity in discharging the various responsibilities which rest 
upon them. 


It is gratifying to be in a position to report that the weather was 
such during the show seasons that not a single fair was postponed on 
this account. The favorable weather was partly responsible for the 
success of this year’s shows. Yet the increased interest of the general 
public in such agricultural operations had most to do with the fact that 
this year’s fairs were decidedly better than in any previous year. 


While the fairs were a decided success, and while it was noticeable 
that considerable improvement was in evidence in especially the dairy 
cattle classes, yet the hog, sheep, and beef cattle classes are quite un- 
equal to the splendid displays of our equine friends. It is noticeable, 
however, that the societies, and not too soon, are awakening to the fact 
that this condition exists. Manitoba is not becoming, but is, this year a 
mixed farming province, and the societies must balance and so correlate 
their prize lists to encourage the breeding and exhibiting of all profitable 
classes of live stock. 


On behalf of the various societies, as well as on our own account, 
we wish to thank the judges in live stock and other classes for their 
valued services. 


Each of the five agricultural and arts associations held a successful 
summer fair, and three held winter fairs. The report of each associa- 
tion shows that their fair is steadily growing. 
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Two Better Farming special trains again toured the Province in 
the early summer, and were a complete success. The large gatherings 
which assembled at almost all places visited, and the splendid attention 
given to the lecturers in all cases, showed the popularity of this form 
of work. These trains were manned from the Agricultural College, and 
visited, without mishap, practically every district in the Province, and 
about 36,500 people received instruction. The train on the C.P.R. 
lines commenced operations on June 3rd and finished June 27th. The 
C.N.R. train commenced June 10th and finished June 27th. 


Live stock, field husbandry, dairying, and home economics were 
taken up on each train, while on the C.P.R. agricultural engineering 
and poultry were strongly emphasized. 


In no province of the Dominion, probably, has there been at any 
time as much acceptable agricultural instruction given in so short a 
time as was imparted by the large staff of instructors on these trains 
this year. The fact that the two transportation companies above men- 
tioned placed at the disposal of the Department of Agriculture trains 
completely equipped with most competent crews, is worthy of notice 
and appreciation. 


It is pleasing to include in this report that a new agricultural 
work has been begun for the Manitoba boys and girls. There are four 
classes of people on Manitoba farms—men, women, boys, and girls— 
and since in the past all agricultural extension work has been done for 
the two classes first mentioned, it was felt that is was high time that 
something should be done in this line for the junior members of the 
Manitoba wealth-producing population. The members of the College 
staff gave very valuable assistance, and a large share of the success of 
these clubs is due to their co-operation, advice and instruction. This 
club is called the “Manitoba Boys’ and Girls’ Club,” and eight branches 
of it were formed as follows: Roland (including the town school and all 
the rural schools in the municipality), Starbuck, Warren, Darlingford 
and Manitou (consolidated schools), Stonewall collegiate, and Oak Lake 
and Neepawa schools. Rules and regulations governing these clubs 
were printed, and are contained in circular No. 12 of the Agricultural 
College. Each branch of this club held a most successful fair, where 
the chickens, potatoes, and corn produced by the members were exhi- 
bited. At present there are 472 very enthusiastic club members, and 
it is certain that they have gained much practical agricultural 
knowledge from their summer club work. To those who have been 
closely associated it is very evident that this club is a power for good 
among the boys and girls, and we believe that the Agricultural College 
staff is pre-eminently fitted to assist in this undertaking. We consider 
that this work should be greatly enlarged, and enlarged upon the correct 
foundation upon which it now rests. 
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Five good farming competitions were held, and sixty-nine farms 
judged during the summer season. Heretofore, the standing grain 
competitions were held only on farms which were also entered in a youd 
farming competition, but this year societies were allowed to hold a 
standing crop competition, altogether separate from a good farming 
competition. Five of these competitions were held, and the number oi 
entries was forty-seven. We are pleased to know that the societies 
which have taken up and continued this work for a few years, report 
more and better attention given to the advantages of seed selection 
throughout their districts. 


The work for 1913 included the carrying on of several successful 
short courses in agriculture. The first of these commenced January Ist 
after the new year, and lasted four weeks. It was put on the main line 
of the C. P. R., and included the following towns: Alexander, Griswold, 
Virden, Oak Lake, Hargrave, and Elkhorn. The instructor com- 
menced each Monday at Alexander and finished each Saturday at Elk- 
horn tor four successive weeks. He was accompanied each week by a 
specialist in some particular line. In all cases the attendance exceeded 
our most sanguine expectations. The work included judging horses 
and cattle, the judging and grading of grain, identification of weed 
seeds and weed plants; addresses on home dairying; rotations of crops; 
growing of fodder corn, clover and alfalfa; methods of determining un- 
soundness in horses, and feeds and feeding of live stock. 


The same work was also taken up on the Manitoba Northwestern 
Railway line, where ten districts were given four meetings each in the 
form of extended short courses. 


Special mention is due the increasing interest in plowing matches. 
In 1911 three societies undertook this work, and in 1912 eight, and in 
1913 twenty-one really good plowing matches were held. The work at 
these local competitions was a great credit to the districts in which they 
were held, and in every instance a large gathering of the residents of 
the district was present. 


Mention was made in the last annual report of this section that 
some step towards aiding a provincial plowing match should be taken. 
This step was taken with the result that a provincial plowing match was 
held under the auspices of your Department on the Brandon Experi- 
mental farm on July 8th last, which was the largest plowing match ever 
held in the Dominion of Canada. The winners of the local plowing 
matches were brought together for this grand finale, and 112 horses 
worked with plowmen to win coveted prizes. From present indications 
there will be even a greater number of local plowing matches in 1914 
than held in 1913. 


It is desired to place on record an acknowledgment of the great 
assistance rendered by the staff of the Agricultural College in carrying 
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on the work of this office; in fact a large part of the instruction has been 
given by professors or instructors of the College staff, who, in many 
instances, had to make some personal sacrifices in order to discharge the 
responsibility involved in this extension work, when added to their 
regular College duties. 


The work was greatly assisted by the addition to the extension staff 
of A. Blackstock, B.S.A., who is a thorough live stock man. Mr. 
Blackstock has devoted his efforts mostly to judging at fairs and gener- 
ally directing the animal husbandry end of the extension section.

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ANNUAL REPORT HOME ECONOMICS SOCIETIES. 


To the President, Manitoba Agricultural College, 
Winnipeg, ‘Man. 


Sir,—In presenting a report of the life and work of the Home 
Economics Societies of Manitoba during the past year, there is no one 
feature that stands out as of special importance. Yet there has been, 
on the whole, a steady onward movement in growth and progress. Four 
new societies have been organized since the fourth annual convention 
was held last year at the Agricultural College. This is not a large 
number, though, in view of the fact that no effort has been made to urge 
organization—the policy of the extension department being to wait 
until a definite request for organization should come from a district— 
the membership of these four new societies represents an encouraging 
and deepening interest in those things for which societies stand, viz., 
improves home and community conditions, and benefiting, morally and 
physically, humanity as it is represented in various types seeking a 
home in the Canadian West. The societies organized during this year 
are: Wawanesa, Ashern, Swan River and Hartney. The older 
societies have, on the whole, been carrying on excellent work in their 
respective communities. Regular meetings have been held, at which 
interesting and instructive programmes have been presented, and in a 
number of instances special work has been undertaken by individual 
organizations such as establishing rest rooms, and various other kinds 
of civic improvement. 


During the year the extension department of the College has been 
able to give more assistance than formerly to the societies. Besides 
the College train which visited many of the districts in which societies 
are organized and the sending out of literature, special meetings have 
been held with all the societies when a representative of the College staff 
was present to give lectures or demonstrations. Each society was 
visited at least once during the year, when some phase of hone 
economics work was presented either in lecture or demonstration. 


Last November an extension lecturer for the home economics 
societies was appointed to the extension staff of the Agricultural College 
by the Department of Agriculture. Miss Hattie M. Gowsell, teacher 
of domestic science in Port Arthur collegiate institute, was appointed 
to this position. As she could not be relieved from her duties at Port 
Arthur until the end of the year, Miss Jessie D. Ross, of Grimsby, 
Ontario, a lecturer in the Ontario Department of Agriculture, wus 
appointed as Miss Gowsell’s substitute. Miss Ross has visited a 
number of the societies, giving demonstrations of cooking, and lectures 
on home nursing and food values. Miss Gowsell will join the extensica 
staff of the College the last of this month, and will be available to visit 
all sections of the Province and assist any society desiring her services. 
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A course of lessons on personal hygiene, home nursing, theory o£ 
foods, the principles of cooking, laundry work and sewing has been 
prepared for the special benefit of the societies and will, it is expected, 
constitute an important part of the study of the different societies, under 
the guidance of Miss Gowsell, during the ensuing year. 


If a criticism of the societies can be made, it is that there have 
been noted instances in which individual societies have failed to respond 
to the efforts that have been made in their behalf. Occasionally some 
have failed to grasp the truth that to whom much has been given some 
degree of helpfulness is expected in return. When each society and 
all women connected with them realize that even the slightest effort that 
is made to assist the Agricultural College in its work of training the 
young women of the Province in those things which make for efficient 
living, as well as for the general uplift of the country, there will be still 
more vigorous life in the Home Economics Societies. As the pebble 
that is cast in the deep-flowing stream may create widening circles to 
reach from shore to shore, so may the individual effort, however small 
and weak, make the sum of usefulness more effective.
